NINETY-DAY ORDER. 

DESIRE TO HAVE IT RESCINDED, 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Wasnineroy, D. C., March 1.—Repre- 
sentative Morrison to-day introduced a con- 
current resolution, the purpose of which is to 
prevent the Treasury Department from with- 
holding, at ne request of shippers, for ninety 
days, 8 ics relative to the importation 
and shipments of merchandise. This resolu- 
tion is aimed at what is called the Ninety- 
day Order,“ issued, it is said, originally at 
the request of some Boston merchants who 
did not desire to have their shipments known 
to the general public or to rival nierchants.

IMMEDIATE 'TRANSPORTATION, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

Wasnineron, D. C., March 1.—The letter | 
of Secretary Sherman, relating to the Al- 
drich Immediate Transportation bill, has 
been sent to the Ways and Means Committee. 
It is a document of ten pages, and sets forth 
the objections to the bill made at the hearing 
before Tingle, fully detailed in these dis- 
patches. In the technical portions of the 
letter there are no suggestions not already 
indicated in Tue TRrisune’s dispatches, ex- 
cept these:

WASHINGTON, D. C., March L.—The United 
States Supreme Court convened to-day, after 
a recess of four weeks, and devoted the 
entire afternoon to the reading of opinions. 
The following decisions were rendered: 

No. 9. S. M. Gates et al., plaintiff in 
érror, vs. James L. Goodloe, exr., ete.; in 
error, to the Supreme Court of Tennessee. 
The question presented in this case is 
whether the lessees of certain real estate in 
the City of Memphis, which was seized by 
the Federal troops upon their occupation of 
that city in 1862, are discharged from liability 
to the lessors for the non-performance of the 
contract during the time that such property 
was undér*control of the United States 
forces. This Court holdwthat the lessees are 
so discharged, and recognizes the rule that 
the non-performance of the contract will be 
‘excused where it. is occasioned by an act 
done by public authority. The decree of 
the lower court is therefore reversed, with 
costs; and the cause remanded, with direc- 


tions to enter a decree in conformity to this 
opinion.

crimes as appalling and atrocious as 
of the notorious Bender family of Mis- 
sour. For many years it was suspected that 
the home of Brown was the headquarters of 
a band of desperadoes who made plundering 
their principal occupation. These suspicions 
were verified a year ago by the arrest and 
subsequent conviction of Brown and his 
wife, together with several accomplices; but 
WOT UNTIL THE MURDER OF BROWN 
did the people of that vicinity become arqused 
to the fact that a Bender family had 
living in their midst. Icis now remembered, 
however, that several persons have suddenly 
within the past five or six years, 
that in each instance they were known to 
have money, and that Brown was indebted 
to them either in the way of wages for labor 
or for money borrowed. One of these was a 
man named Hunter, a German, who had 
fortherly lived near Seymour, Ind. He was 
an industrious, frugal young man, and 
dad ‘about $900 in bank. About five 
‘years ago he worked for Brown, 
but at the end of a year, finding him poor 
pa, Hunter determined to leave.

Jobbers of dry goods had nothing new to re- 
port. Business is progressing satisfactorily, and 
the tone of the market continues buoyant. The 
grocery market was moderately active, and 
ruled steady. Sugars were quoted strong. Cof- 
fees were less active, and were hardly as strong 
as on the closing days of lastweek. There was 
a quiet market for domestic and foreign dried 
fruits. Prunes and pitted cherries were lower. 
Blackberries advanced Ke. The fish market was 
firm and unchanged. Nothing new was devel- 
oped in the market for dairy products. Oils re- 
mained quiet and without change in values, 
Bagging continues firm, with an advancing 
tendency. No changes were apparent ip the 
pig-firon and coal markets. 

The lumber market was steady under a fair 
demand from the country, especially the South- 
west, and the local business is considerably 
larger that usual. The wool market was quoted 
firm, with a steady demand from Western manu- 
facturers of woolen goods. Seeds were steady. 
excepting elover, which weakened under in- 
creased offerings. The hay market was easy. 
Hides were unchanged, fine light stock being 
firm, as it was wanted by the local tanners, and 
the offerings were small. Green fruits were in 
fair local request and steady, 

Common building brick are now quoted at 
$10.00 per 1,000, and some parties are asking 
$11.00,—an_ advance of about 40 per cent since 
Jan. 1. The stock is supposed to be in few 
hands, but the local dealers deny the existence 
of a corner; saying the advance is due wholly to 
the scarcity of brick andthe excellent demand.
